September 28-30, 1957. In 1957 the Committee on Extension Organization

The committee met September 28-50, 1957, in St. Louis, Mo. Director 
Re Ke Bliss, of Iowa, and Dre Ce Be Smith, UeSDfie, met with the committee. 


The following statement was included in the report, which on September 
30, 1957, the committce subinitted to the Committee on Extension Organization 
and Policy: 


"g, For many years the State club leaders have felt the 
desirability of a somewhat direct relationship with 
the Committee on Extension Organization and Policy 
sn order that the 4-H Club program might be mutually 
discussed by persons charged with the supervision of 
that program. : 


It is believed that this situation has now been met 
through the appointment of this committee. It will 
bo mutually helpful if this rolationship can be con- 
tinued. Therefore, it recommends that the Committee 
on Extension Organization and Policy provide for the 
appointment of a similar committee to meet annually at 
the National 4-H Club Cemp and at a time just previous 
to tho Annual Land-Grant College Meeting in order that 
the suggestions for the strengthening of the 4-H Club 
program may be presented to the Committee on Extension 
Organization and Policy prior to its annual meeting."

In connection with the Twelfth National 4-H Club Camp, 
June 16-22, 1958, in Washington, D. Ce, there was held a conference of State 
club leaders.

April 28, 1939, At a meeting of the Committee on Extension Organization 
and Policy held at Chicago, I1l., April 28, 1939, T. A. Erickson, State club — 
leader of Minnesota and representing the State club leaders assembled at the 
1938 National 4-H Club Camp, stated that the State club leaders and assist- 
ant State club leaders felt that it was desirable to have a regular committee 
to study the 4-H Club program and to watch its trends, so that 4-H Club work 
might continue to be channeled and conducted in the right direction. 


Chairman Williamson of the Committec on Extension Organization and 
Policy instructed Mr. Erickson to discuss the matter with the State club 
leaders at the 1939 National 4-H Club Camp at Washington, De C., and submit 
their recommendations to the Committee on Extension Organization and Policy.

June 15, 1939. The State club leaders at the National 4-H Club Camp at 
Washington, De C., on June 15, 1939, recommended, in order to promote the 
future welfare of the 4-H Club work, to coordinate the national program, to 
facilitate the professional improvement of 4-H Club leaders, and to study the 
trends and tendencies of 4=H Club works
